Dear Dr.Stefenelli j 

Following up our discussion concerning a proper display for 
paper money and coins at the Smithsonian’s new museum, we 
asked the representative of The Berg Company, of Hadison, 
Wisconsin, to come to see us ao that we could, outline some 
thoughts with respect to a revolving display which the oper- 
ator could move to any position by pressing a button. A 
display of this nature could hold an enormous amount of coins 
or paper money in frames which would hang vertically on an 
endless chain. The chain could be moved forward or backward 
if the operator desired. It could stop for a specific period 
and then rsove forward if you wanted to make it automatic. The 
important factor is that the person looking at the display could 
see exactly what he wished. It would have complete protection 
because it would be inside a locked case at eye level. Magni- 
fication oould be placed on the glass in the front of the case. 
The frames could be pox^haps 6 » to 9* in height and almost any 
length - perhaps 3’ or I 4 ‘ and could hold a substantial amount 
of paterial. It would enable people to study all of the col- 
lection instead of having it put away in drawers and unavailable. 
Where it was important to show the back of coins a mirror setup 
could be arranged in the ease to permit the back to be viewed. 

I am enclosiig a sketch indicating what I have in mind, 

A group of these cases would make the most educational, fascin- 
ating exhibit, which oould be done in numismatics. The mechanism 
is very simple and is mads by The Berg Company for the display 
of merchandise. It could be applied to many departments in 
Smithsonian. 

I am enclosing the literature of existing equipment showing 
how units are already on the market where the coins could be 
laid flat, without mounting. They do not Jiggle, and remain 
in a horisontal position at all times. The bearings are nylon 
and require no oiling, ^

Gentlemen : 

This organization is ready to purchase a number of rauseua 
display cases similar In many respects to your Motion Mer- 
chandiser. In 1959 this thought was originally mentioned 
to you and you indicated that you hoped that in the future 
our project could be revived. 

The idea is to have a display consisting of vertldally^hang- 
ing rectangular frames, viewable from a standing position. 

The frames would hang straight down at all times instead of 
horizontally as you.r normal trays do. The chain could wind 
around enough sprockets so that their storage area would be 
both below the visible area and above the visible area. The 
frames would be about one foot in height and perhaps one- 
quarter Inch in thickness. Their width could be in accord- 
ance with your standard, 

Tou no doubt have considered this method to display certain 
types of merchandise, such as writing paper, silverware, cloth, 
wallpaper, and many other generally flat items, 

What we would like to do is to acquire from you one set of 
chains, sprockets, suspensions, and drives so as to experi- 
ment with such a mechanism for museum purposes. We have no 
desire to go into manufacturing in any way but our ideas 
could be of benefit to you. All we want to accomplish is to 
produce a vertical display system which the public can control 
with a piish button and which enables a groat many things to 
be mounted in one display unit and be interchangeable when 
desired. We are a non-profit organization, as you realize. 

I have discussed this matter with Mr. McKinley, who is your 
sales representative in St. Louis, and he suggested that I 
write directly to you and that possibly you might send the 
integral parts to us for preliminary experimentation. If 
you want to do the research, we would be delighted, but until 
the ideas are further tested as to how the machine can be

Dear Mr. Newman: 


Please pardon my delay in answering your letter of the 12th 
regarding the special cases. I have, however, been on an 
extensive travel schedule and show schedule, this being my 
first opportunity to clear my desk off. 

I do not feel that our parts that we have will be of any 
benefit to you in customing a display such as you've mentioned 
in your March 12 letter. 


We have toyed around with many, many ideas here in our plant, 
and from them have come up with some new equipment. However, 
none are applicable to the type of display you are speaking 
of. We have our standard production items, which we are 
concentrating on and in addition coming up with new equipment 
that will be applicable to many trade classifications. At 
the present time we are in no position to devote any time 
out of our experimental engineering to the type unit you 
propose. I do feel that as we see application open up we 
will possibly come up with something of a production nature 
that would be applicable to your idea of vertical display. 



If you will allow me to pass on a few ideas, our experience 
would indicate that your best avenue for obtaining the 
various parts, etc. that you need, would be to investigate 
first with a rough layout in actual size, so that you can 
determine the number of gears as well as size required to 
clear the various frames as they pass over the top of these 
sprockets. You can find any number of standard punched or 
stamped sprockets that would fit your application. Number 
two, obtain through purchasing guides the catalogs and 
companies that manufacture the various types of chains avail- 
able. Number, three, there are many many

types of motors. I'm certain a standard motor and gear box 
is manufactured that would be suitable for your unit. Again, 
consult your purchasing guides. Actually the first item 
mentioned of layout is by far the most important, since it 
will steer you immediately on a shorter path. 

I have mentioned our parts are not applicable. In addition 
we do have a policy that we do not send our parts out for any- 
one else to accomplish building or experimenting with motion 
displays, since this is our stock in trade. 

I hope that you do not misconstrue my letter, we certainly do 
want business, however, each business has its limitations and 
this seems to be one of ours . 

I hope that you are successful in building a unit of the type 
you mentioned. Actually it doesn't seem that it will be very 
difficult and I'm certain from your description that a unit 
of this type will indeed do a fine job for you.
